Judge Leon McCord, National 
Democratic Executive Committee- 
man, who fought the action of the 
committee, announced after John 
D, McQueen, chairman of the 
State's executive committee, had 
refused to accept the list of can-| 
didates, court action would be! 
sought, | 

The national committeeman said 
his group would decide today 
where to file the mandamus pro-| 
ceedings seeking to force the State! 
executive committee chairman to 
certify the list for the primary 
on May 5. 

Suits in the circuit courts of} 
Montgomery and Tuscaloosa Coun- 
ties and before the State Supreme) 
Court were probable, Judge Mc-| 
Cord said, adding “to be gure 
we're not sideswiped.” |

The State committee named four 
delegates from each district with 
a half vote each, But Judge Mc- 
Cord said today that only two can- 
didates had been listed from each 
district on the new State slate 
to have a full vote each. 

He said that a resolution adopt- 
ed by the Democratic national 
party provided for all delegates} 
to have a full vote. 

In rejecting the list Saturday 
night, Chairman McQueen said: 
“It is my duty as chairman of 
the committee to decline to cer- 
tify this list. I am bound by the 
action of a majority of the com- 
mittee, which has already acted in 
the matter.” 

The committee in two meetings. 
November and January, voted to 
name the delegates to the national 
convention, and in the latter meet- 
ing provided for a preferential pri- 
mary, the delegates to be bound | 
by that vote. 

The preferential primary pro- 
vides for candidates to qualify and 
also for votes for an uninstructed 
delegation. 

In the November meeting, with 
barely a quorum present, the com-

mittee adopted a resolution nam- 
ing Gov. Bibb Graves, United 
States Senators Hugo Black and 
John H, Bankhead and Chairman 
McQueen as delegates from the 
State-at-large, with a full vote 
euch, 

Despite widespread criticism and 
charges of “hand-picking,” the 


committee in January voted to) 


name ull the delegates, designat- 
ing four from each of the State's 
nine congressional districts, with 
half a vote each, The committee 
also named all alternates. Several 
of those chosen refused to serve. 

The action of the committee had 
an echo in the current special ses- 
sion ot the Legislature, as a bill 
introduced in the Senate to strip 
the committee of its power to 
nominate delegates or candidates 
for office passed with only three 
dissenting votes last week. 

Judge McCord in announcing the 
slate said the question would be 
taken to the Supreme Court, where 
the issue had never been raised. 

“IT believe we have the law on 
our side,” he said. “I believe the 
primary law (the act of 1981) 
makes it mandatory that the dele- 
gates be elected by the voters.” 

And thus is the legality of Ala- 
bama’'s delegation to the conven- 
tion, which holds the strategic po- 
sition of first on the roll call of 
States, beclouded. The courts will 


| answer the questions raised. 


Meanwhile, a new name was en- 
jected into the controversy with 
Andrew Mitchell of Mobile having 
filed with Secretary of State How- 
ell Turner as a candidate for dele- 
gate from the State-at-large. No 
explanation accompanied the for- 
mal notice of candidacy.

our courts. Back in November lL 
crdered goods from one of these 
highly advertised houses (satisfac- 
tion guaranteed or the money 
back). The goods came different 
and were wholly unsatisfactory. 
We returned them, but have not 
got the money yet, and cannot now 
even obtain the common courtesy 
of an answer to our letter. If 
you have suffered from this kind 
of “snake-bite,” I would like to 
talk with you and let us see if 
we can find some adequate reme- 
dy for it.

ed to continue and & number did 
not express themselves, 

The action was taken at a coun- 
ty-wide teachers’ meeting held in 
Mba Saturday, Funds for running 
the schools were exhausted with 
the week ending Friday, Direc- 
tors of the Teachers’ Association 
held a meeting last Wednesday 
und ordered the meeting Saturday 


lo ascertain the wishes of the 
leachers, 

The elementary schools have 
completed five months and three 
weeks of the Customary seven 
months term, Accredited high 
schools will close on April 17in, 


according to announcement made 
several days ago by Supt. W. A.| 
Hidson, unless arrangements are 
made ror further revenue. At that 
time the high schools will have 
completed seven months and three 
weeks, 

There are four accredited high 
schools in the county, namely: Cof- 
fee County High at Enterprise, 
New Brockton, Elba, and Kinston, 
Elementary schools in Wnterprise 
will continue for an indefinite pe- 
riod, according to announcement, 
and it has been stated in Elba 
that the elementary school will} 
continue for a few weeks longer. | 

Approximately 138 teachers em- 
ployed in the county elementary 
schools are now without positions, 
and prospects are very dim for 
any immediate relief. It is esti- 
mated that more than 4,000 chil- 
dren in the rural sections are af- 
fected and will be deprived of the 
advantages that should be theirs.
